' Court Gives Pair $1,000,000. 

By a decision of this court approxi- 
mately $700,000 worth of property and 
bonds will be taken from Mercy hos- 
pital, while the board of education of 
St. Charles, Iil,, will lose real estate 
and other holdings valued at $300,000. 
All this property will be turned over to 
the Lasiers. 

In 1842 Robert J. Haines and Har- 
riet Strocky were married in Freeport, 
Ill, Eight months later they moved to 
St. Charles and Haines set up a grist 
mill. A. son was born—Charles H. 
Haines. The elder Haines became 
famous. as “the man at the mill” and 
was wealthy. 

‘Once he took a deed to nine acres of 
Chicago real estate at Madison and 
Wood streets in payment of a $400 
debt. Years later he asserted he had 
been “done” on the deal. The prop- 
erty is now held to be worth $500,000 
and is a part of the estate the Lasiers 
will have. 

Two Wills and a Death.

Jan. 13, 1907, he made-another will in 
which he directed that his mother 
then 88 years old, receive all his prop- 
erty and that after her death two- 
thirds of it should go to Mercy hospi- 
tal. The remaining one-third was to 
go to the St. Charles board of educa- 
tion. 

When Charles H. Haines died in 
1914 the 1907 will was found. It was 
taken to court, probated, and the 
property turned over to his mother. 
She died eight months later and the 
estate then went to the Mercy hos- 
pital and the St. Charles schools.

Clarence and Josephine Lasier went 
to the cqurts. They asked a share in 
the estate, contending that their grand- 
aunt, Mrs. Harriet Haines, should have 
received a dower estag2.

Before re- 
sumption of the hearing next day 
Lasier received an unexpected tele- 
phone call from an attorney. That 
attorney had unearthed from his desk 
the 1887 will—the instrument that had 
lain hidden for more than thirty years.

gold, jeweler, on the fifteenth floor of 
the Kesner building, and escaped with 
the stones after binding Reingold and 
Leroy Present, a salesman who had 
been lured to the office by a decoy let- 
ter. 

Reingold and his younger brother, 


‘Leo, were held at the detective bureau 


all day and all night, while the police 
questioned them. He had left the office 
just before the robbery and returned 
just after it. 


Julius told Chief Hughes that Mor- | 


ris Levinson of the firm of Levinson 
& Jacobs, diamond brokers in the State- 


Lake building, had been in the storef 


shortly before the robbery and left just 
as the bandits entered. Levinson was 
taken’ into custody. He said he .was 
in the Reingold office to loan Reingold 
$2,000, for which he took nine stones as 
security.

money and had borrowed $4,000 recent- 
ly.

you.’ Reingold was quite cool. If he 
had encouraged me I would have re- 


“ Another man came in, looked per- 
functorily into the open safe, and said, 
‘Nothing but junk.’ The two stuffed 
my ‘diamonds into their pockets, but 
remarked that $40,000 worth of pearls 
were ‘junk,’ and didn’t take them. 
They told us to le face down, and tied 
and gagged us. It was a farce, I 
could have untied those bonds easily.

France to Demand “ Rights.” | 

But the grizzled premier gave warn- 
ing of a Sharp diplometic battle 
wherein France wotlld exact conces- 
sions from the allies 26f any conces- ~ 
sions she may be forced to make, 
stating: 

“France is resolute, more resolute 
than ever before, to make Germany 
respect her rights as they were recog: 
nized in the Versailles treaty.” 

Quai d'Orsay Dismayed. 

Quai d'Orsay frankly dismayed 
over the new Amertean policy as it is 
revealed in Secretary Hughes’ note, for 
although the document states at the 
outset that the United States cannot — 
consent to act as mediator, it announces 
later the hope that’ Germany will 
formulate proposals which will be 
found worthy of discussion and then 
ises to transmit any such pro- 
posals to the allies if Washington has 
found them acceptable, . 

The last two points are of tremend- 
ous importance, as Secretary Hughes 
thereby intimates to the ‘allies that 
reparations will be discussed with the 
Germans and not dictated to them. 
This supports the German contentions 
ever since the armistice, when Brock- 
dorff, Rantzau, Lersner, Simons, and 
Bergman demanded to be heard at 
Versailles, Paris, Spa, and London 
respectively.

The slump in shipping 
has caused freights to drop to their 
prewar scale, but wages and other 
cests have not been lowered, with the_ 
result that hundreds of ships are laid 
up. Now the coal strike, which has 
resulted in the rationing of bunker 
coal, has lafd up many more. 

“The effect on the prosperity of 
Liverpool is incalculable.. Unemploy-| 
ment among all classes of workers is 
greater than it has been for fifty years, 
there being about 44,000, including 
2,000 juveniles, out of work. More 
than half of the dock workers are idle. 
The number of unemployed is increas- 
ing daily. 7 

“There is enough coal to maintain 
the municipal street cars and lighting

STEVENS FIGHTS.

Aurora, Ill., April 22.—[Special.]— 
Walter Stevens, the Chicago gunman, 
today was permitted by Chief Justice 
James Cartright of the state Supreme 
court to make an appeal to the Su- 
preme court of the United States 
which, if sustained, will open the doors 
of the state prison for hundreds of 
men and women now serving indeter- 
minate sentences.

' Building craftsmen got ready yester- 
day to open wage negotiations on the 
probable basis of a 10 per cent cut, 


which would bring the rate for skilled | 
men down from $1.25 an hour to, 
$1.12%. On the opposite side of the | 
fence the builders took a “no compro- 
mise” attitude. They avowed they 
would stand pat on their call for a 20 
per cent chop for the crafts and a 30 
per cent cut for Jaborers, and that it 
would be “$1 an hour or nothing” for 
the crafts and “70 cents an hour or no 
work” for common labor which now 
gets $1. 

The unions planned to go over the 
heads of the Associated , Builders of 
Chicago and the Building Construction 
Employers’ association.

Keeping Strawberries. 


The fact that all vegetables and 
‘fruits breathe is coming to be more 


thing that breathes gives off moisture. 
When a living plant gives off more 
than is supplied, it wilts, and some | 
plants, like the primrose, may wilt 
and be revived by water seventy times 
over. 

The fruits and vegetables: that come 
into our kitchens are entirely sep- 
arated from their moisture supplies; 


washed—pour them into the water, 
not pour the water on them—and 
well drained they are often freshened 
a bit. After that to keep them fresh 
for a day or more, put them then into 
a glass jar, screw the cover on, and 
put in the ice box. It is best not to 
hull them first, for the place where 
the hull was attached will weather or 
darken a bit. 

Of course, they will need to be looked 
over carefully before being put away, 
and any berries that have soft spots 
should, after these are cut out, be used 
at once, eaten immediately or cooked. 

Until the ripest of our home grown 
berries are in season, it is much better 
to slice large berries in several slices 
before adding sugar and cream to them 
and serving. 

Shelled peas, put away in the same 
faghion as the berries, keep perfecfly 
for twenty-four hours. It is often a 
'eonvenience to shell them in the morn- 
ing for the evening dinner. Well 
washed and drained lettuce and rad- 
ishes keep longer in thts fashion than 
any other.

plan to its attention at once.
